EL CERRITO — City Councilman 
James E. Allen Jr. has announced his 
intention to run for re-election in 


November. 
The 40-year-old Allen Thursday 


became the first council candidate to 
take out nomination papers for the 
election, which has been complicated 
by the resignation last week of 
Councilman Richard Spellmann. 

In addition to the four-year seats 
currently occupied by Allen and 
Margaret Collins, a special election 
will be required to fill the remaining 
two years of Spellmann’s term of of- 
fice. 

Candidates will have to decide 
whether to run for a two- or four-year 
term, but that decision won't have to 
be made until Sept. 1, the end of the 


filing period. 

Collins, currently yacationing in 
Idaho, has yet to announce whether 
she plans to seek re-election. 

Spellmann’s resignation left Col- 
lins and Allen as the senior members 
of the council, each having been first 
elected on March 7, 1978. 

Allen said Spellmann’s action, 
which he called “regrettable and un- 
necessary,” had no bearing on his 
decision to seek re-election but 
makes experience a key issue in the’ 
campaign.

Most repugnant to local officials, he said, is the elimi- 
nation of subventions to counties and cities, amounting to 
many millions of dollars. 

Richmond Mayor Tom Corcoran and Concord Mayor 
Diane Longshore are heading a last-minute effort to obtain 
new revenues before the Legislature reconvenes next 
week. 

Hammond told supervisors that the county is losing an 
estimated $10.5 million in revenue due to the loss of sub- 
ventions — cigarette, motor vehicle, and other taxes. 

He offered a long list of prospective cuts in county 
services, part of a “contingency plan” prepared in the event 
that additional income is not found. 

County libraries will have to reduce their hours by 50 
percent; repairs to damaged roads would be cut by $250,- 
000 and drug treatment programs would be entirely eli- 
minated, Hammond said. .

Arts Network

f the turn-of-the-century sheriff of Contra Costa 

County were alive today, he might be surprised 

to see how his Martinez home is being used. 

The rambling old house has become the editorial 
office of the only county’s only arts newspaper, Arts 
Network. The eight-page newsletter is a quarterly 
project of the Contra Costa County Alliance for the 
Arts (CCAFTA), a private, non-profit organization 
that promotes the arts throughout the county. 

“Our main purpose is to spread knowledge of 
the art: 
County,” editor Bobbi Rockenbaugh explained. 

Rockenbaugh hopes the fledgling paper will 
serve as ‘‘a brokerage of art information,” tying to- 
gether the artistic communities of the rural eastern 
portion of the county with those of the urbanized 
west. 

George Maat, the program director for CCAF- 
TA, believes that both the alliance and its newpaper 
will help raise arts consciousness in the county to a 
level closer to that enjoyed in San Francisco and 
Alameda counties. 

. “The only thing holding (Contra Costa) back, is 
it’s not as urbanized,” he said. ‘‘(Much of the) pop 
lation is new, with a lack of roots. 

“(We’re now in an) era of the county getting a 
sense of identity. Arts are a part of this. 

“The arts, have a very bright future here,” he 
added, ‘‘especially if the consciousness of the people 
can be made aware of the value of art and cultural 
planning, not just industrial growth.” 

Arts Network, which hopes to have its second 
issue in the mail by Sept. 1, does not attempt to 
review or preview events, showings or perfor- 
mances. Rather, as the mouthpiece of an arts pro- 
motion organization, it focuses on Contra Costa 
County arts news and listings and on presenting 
features on local art personalities.

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Food 


Savoring the 
foods of Italy 


from a kitchen 
in El Cerrito 


By PAULINE METZA 
D inner guests invited to the Frank Granucci home in 


El Cerrito “demand and expect Italian food.” And 
Italian is what they get as they have gotten for the 
past 30 years. 

“Since 1952, my wife, Lucille, and I have evolved a 
system where she does the salads and desserts and I cook 
the main course,” said Granucci, De Anza High principal 
for the last seven years. 

Granucci’s Italian ancestry goes back to his great- 
grandparents, and his father came‘from a small village near 
Lucca. He has been interested in the culinary arts for 
“years and years”: and describes his cooking as ‘“‘peasant 
style” and a combination of Toscana and Genovese. 

“My whole family was in the food business,” he ex- 
plained. “My father was in retail meats and fish, my uncle 
in a wholesale poultry business; my wife’s uncle was a sales 
manager for a wine company; and my wife is an outstand- 
ing cook in her own right. 

“‘We were always surrounded by good food, and both 
of our families cooked with wine,” he said. 

After Granucci was recalled into the service during the 
Korean war and returned home, “there seemed to be an 
upsurge in the use of wine and in the preparation of Italian 
food by Americans of non-Italian background,” he said. “I 
began to ask my mother for recipes and experimented with 
this and that to speed up the cooking process so it wasn’t, as 
in the old days, a five or six day operation.” 

Three recipes in particular he uses quite frequently 
and they can be prepared in advance. One is for a pesto 
made with lots of cheese and hard boiled egg yolks “‘which 
firms it up” and which is served with large pasta shells. A 
second dish is noodles alfredo with cream, parmesan 
cheese and nutmeg. Both can be served with chicken, rab- 
bit, or veal. The third dish is breast of veal cima alla geno- 
vese. 

The Granuccis try to limit their sit-down dinner parties 
to eight or 10 people. On holidays, they may haye 18 to 25 
guests, but then serve buffet style. 

Granucci, who holds a doctorate, has been with Rich- 
mond Unified School District for 37 years, the last seven as 
principal of De Anza High School. He will be transferring 
to that same position in the fall at Pinole Junior High. 

He and his wife have three sons, two of whom are 
married. Thomas will graduate next June from UCLA, 
where he is majoring in political science and economics.

Granucci 
starts many of his dishes in an electric frying pan, then fin- 
ishes them in the oven where the meat tenderizes while he 
and his wife get a chance to socialize with their guests.

“People in Zimbabwe are so anxious to have their own rule 
that they may be over-zealous.” 

Overall, however, the Ganongs were impressed by 
what they say and found people open and friendly toward 
Westerners. 

“They’ve kept the educational system and many of the 
other things that were there before,” Dr. Ganong said. 
“They have a bad press in the United States and Europe. 
They argue, and I think mostly rightly, that this is not jus- 
tified.” 

The medical school, for instance, basically operates 
the same way it did before the revolution. One change is 
that black enrollment has grown to more than 90 percent of 
the student body. ‘“‘They’re only beginning to train their 
own native people as professors,”’ Dr. Ganong said. 

During their stay in the capital, Mayor Ganong picked 
up the most recent report on the government pension plan, 
since Albany’s troubled pension system is one of her big- 
gest preoccupations.
